HYPNOTISM TO THE FRONT. 


Good Sized Audience Happily Entertained 


by Professor Uee, the Hypnotist. 


In spite of unfavorable weather the

forts, two for five!" The fish peddler w:is 
told by Professor Lee that a beautiful 
young lady would give him a kiss in ex- 
change for a, fish. The professor pointed 
to Maurice Phillips, who sat next to the 
.lisle. The peddler looked at him admir- 
ingly, went through the motions of hand- 
ing a fish from his basket, threw bis arms 
about Mr. Phillips' neck and was about to 
give him a smack, when the spell was 
broken by the professor, who stood close 
by, and with a sickly grin on his coun- 
tenance the young man returned to the i 
stage. 


During the evening a young man was 


put into a rigid condition and suspended 
between two chains, his neck reating upon 
the back of one and his feet upon the 
other. A large piece of rock was theu 
lifted by four men and placed upon his 
body. While it was there a stone unison 
struck it several heavy blows with a 
sledge hammer, but failed to break it. 
The operation had no apparent effect on 
the young roan, altough the stone must' 
have weighed 300 or 400 pounds. 


A young man was to have been put to 


sleep for twenty-four hours and placed in 
a store window, but on account of the 
rain this was postponed till tonight.

tinuance of detention. 


The hens were taken from a man who 


was intoxicated and who now is serving his 
sentence for the dual offense at the Con- 
cord reformatory. What is to be done 
with the hens is a question that bothers 
the court officials not a little. 
The 


judge makes light of the matter and 
treats it as of not much importance. 
Chief Kendall is awaiting instructions in 
the case and refuses to vouchsafe infor- 
mation. Lawyer Couch thinks the hens 
must be held where they are until an 
owner calls. 


The sheriffs think it an idle query but 


cannot hide their annoyance and ignor- 
ance of the proper course to be pursued. 
Judge Thayer is the executioner in the 
case and he realizes his position. While 
he sets the subject aside with a laugh his 
mind frequently finds its way back to the 
winged prisoners and he smiles with that 
peculiar smile which offenders have 
' learned to be suspicious of and puts the 


questioner off with a look. While the 
officials arc in doubt Keeper Krum finds 
the situation a genuine one for it evolves 
upon him to supply the hens with the 
necessary sustenance, cracked corn, three 
times each day and an occasional lunch in 
the afternoon.

strict in regard to things which constr 
tute flagrant and dangerous nuisances' 
In the past, hawkers and peddlers have 
in some cases been very careless abo it 
throwing rr>fuie into the btreets—such as 
meat bones, fish heads, etc.—and this prac- 
tice the board has decreed yhall ceasf at 
once. For the benefit of those directly 
interested the following portion of the 
ordinance on licenses is here given. 


Hawkers null Peddlers. 


SECTION" 9. Every hawker or poudler 


exposing Cor sale or selling any of the 
articles i-nuuierated in section 1 of chapter 
68 of the public statutes, viz., fruits, pro- 
vision, live animals, brooms, agricultural 
implements, hand tools used iu making 
boots and shoes, fuel, newspapers, books, 
pamphlets, agricultural products of the 
United States, Aid the products ol his 
own labor or of the labor of his family, 
shall record his name with the bos-rl of 
health, who sha.lt assign him a numccr. 
The said article shall be so carried and 
conveyed that they shall not tend to 
injure or annoy the public health or com- 
fort and only in vehicles and receptacles 
which do not leak. Every suc!i vehicle or 
receptacle shall have the 
name 
and 


number of the person selling painted 
thereon 
in 
letters 
and 
figures 
at 


least two inches in size. 
The 
said 


vehicles or receptacles shall be kept 
neat and clean within and without, and 
shall at all times be subject to inspection 
by the board of health or its agent and 
must be submitted to the inspection of che 
board of health or its agent at least once 
every month during the months of 
November, December, January, February, 
March and April, and twice every month 
during the months of May, June, July, 
August, September and October, at such 
time and place as may be designated by 
said board. 


Some of the things in this list could not 


be very dangerous to health, no matter 
what kind of a vehicle they were carried 
in, but, provisions, meat, fish, etc., unless 
properly handled may become both of- 
fensive and dangerous, and the board of 
health will have the indorsement of the 
community in its efforts to have the busi- 
ness of hawking and peddling properly 
conducted. 


Many of those engaged in the business 


desire to do what is right and will cheer- 
fully accept and act upon any instruc- 
tions or suggestions from the board of 
health, but if any persist in defying the 
laws of health and decency the remedy 
will be promptly applied. 


Dr. Simpson, chairman of the board, is 


deeply interested in all matters pertain- 
ing to the public health. The other day 
a meat peddler threw some bones into the 
street in front of a house where he had 
made a sale. Dr. Simpson happened 
a long just in time to witness the act, and 
he immediately gave chase to the ped- 
dler. After 
driving 
through 
several 


streets he overhauled him and made turn 
go back and pick up the bones. 


This instance is given merely to tadr 


catethe determination with which the 
board has set about its wojk. Ths other 
members are in hearty accord with tha 
cnairinan. The board will soou have an 
agent to assist in its work, and all matters 
coming under its supervision will be 
sharply looked after.

ago began to advert isa two schooners for a 
nickel or two glasses of native wine, with 
some sorb of a frer> lunch on tho sldo, it 
forced another drop in meal prlcrg, and 
the 5 ecu. li:i«lilious» bloomed forth to u 
paying business.

of them merely tho unfortunate out o[ 
work and down at the lioel variety who in 
the intervals of "rusdinga nick" onwhieh 
to fex'rt stay close by the source of supply 
for the company of 1 ho fellow sufferers they 
are Kiire to liud there. 


One of the effects of the 5 cent reduction 


has been practically to close the kitchen nt 
the men's shelter of the Salvation Army nt 
r.'O Oregon street. Two years afro this was 
the only pltico in the city where a fi cent 
meal could lio had. Scores of men were fed 
there every dny lu v» inter lind almost as 
many in summer, and them Is yet a big 
kitflicn plant that has cooked n Christmas 
dinner for S,300 people. But the meals 
served 1 hero wcrp much better than thoso 
of the o cent joints outside, anil, in spite of 
considerable donations) of material, cost tho 
Army more than a nickel each. 
So, when 


the outside restaurants camo down to 5 
cents, the Army, which makes n practice of 
never entering ti-ado competition, gradual- 
ly closed dmvll on its meal system, so that 
now <in!y a few are served each day. 


To ivvrrr t<i tho 10 cent houses, which 


aro the. iiiiiiiMumi of even comparative 
comfort. cleuiilmesH and satisfaction, some 
of thorn j?o so far as to givuluilt a bottle of 
wine with a 10 cent dinner. They say that, 
such as it is, H ii cheap as milk or coffee 
and attracts a certain a mount of trade. The 
menu of the dime houses consists of bread 
and butter, potatoes, coffee and one sort of 
mc^t—either liver and onions, sfrvik. chops 
or hash. 
To this are added oatmeal and 


milk for breakfast and soup for dinner, 
that !icin» tho chief and only distint tive 
feat iin> between t hi: two meals. 


'*yx re are perhaps a do/.en 10 cent houses 


in t he lower end of town, t^o on Sivond 
^treet, thioe on Kcarny, atid the cross 
si rects ea-.t of Market, are all well supplied. 
These little eafoscHtcr to an immense num- 
ber oi shopgirls, small clerks, mechanics 
and laborers, who find it cheaper to live m 
that v\.iy than to attempt light housekeep- 
ing.

sales and lets of them iu a day to keep the

VARIED COLLECTION FROM AFRICA. 


Valuable Gilt to the Philadelphia Academy 


of Sciences. 


DP. A. Donaldson Smith has presented 


to the Academy of Natural Sciences collec- 
tions in various branches of natural his- 
tory made by him in an expedition through 
the northeastern portion of Africa in 1894. 
The specimens were found principally in 
Somnllland, situated at the southern end 
of tho Bed sea below Abyssinia. 
The col- 


lection had lircn classified and in Borne de- 
partments had been earrfully examined by 


i the curator of the British museum, who 


I labeled the serpents^ und fishes £o ^ar_ as 


IKejr'-wero known specie!. Tne epectalWls 
of the academy who havo been working 
up tho collection uultcd in pronouncing 
it tiie most extensive and valuable that 
had ever been taken out of Africa. 
It ia 


especially valuable iu t lie groat variety of 
mammals, more especially in thowoden- 
tias, many species of which nre new to 
science. 
One of these, was u mancd rat, 


which was aa large as ti wharf nil and cov- 
ered with long, stiflt hair, arranged in three 
longitudinal divisions, Bepnrated by divid- 
ing lines. It resembleathe marmot. There 
is no specimen in the British museum. 
The horse tailed monkey had a loug tail, 
on the end of which was a heavy tuft of 
long, white hair, like n horse's tail. These 
arc seen in troops of GOO or W)0. 
Tho 


species is believed to bo different from any 
to be found in other museums. 


In the collection of birds Dr. Sharp has 


found 23 succies which, are now to science. 
The specimens arc not mounted, but are 
the skins of the birds. 
The plumage of 


most of them Is very brilliant, like that of 
inopt tropical birds, and tho markings aro 
beautiful. 
This is particularly tfjjc of tli3 


starlings, of which there is a [{rear variety. 
fJome of the bee raters, with their bril- 
liant red and green markings, would prove 
a strong temptation to the ladies for wear 
on their bnimets. 


The jeutomuloj,'i'-!il collection contains 


871 specimen*, with at least 50 species, in- 
cluding grasshoppers, llios, bugs, butter- 
flies, etc. One of the moat intcicsting 
was very lomt und slim, like wh.it is 
known as u walking stick, with several 
brandies, so nearly resembling a, twig that 
it would be difficult to distinguish it on n 
tree. 
But few shells arc to bo found in 


tho collection. 
Tho snails aro distinct 


from any found elsewhere north of the 
Sahara.—Philadelphia Ledger.

Professor Simon Newyomb was bom 


in Wallace, N. C., March 13, 1635. In 
1857 he was appointed as computer on 
the Nautical 
Almanac, which was 


then published at Cambridge, Mass. 
He entered the Lawrence Scientific 
school and was graduated in 185S. In 
1681 he was appointed professor of 
mathematics in the United States navy 
and assigned to duty at the naval ob- 
servatory nt Washington. 
In 1877 lie 


became sonior professor of mathematics 
in the navy with the relative rank of 
captain. In addition he, in 1884, be- 
came professor of mathematics and 
astronomy in Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity. He has received degrees from 
many universities in this country and 
abroad. Iii 1878 he was awarded the 
Huygeus great gold medal of the Uni- 
versity of Leyden. In 1887 the Russian 
government ordered his portrait paint- 
ed for the collection of famous astrono- 
mers at the observatory of Pulkowa. 
Prof. March was born in Millbury, 
Mass., 
October 25, 1835. He 
was 


graduated at Amherst in 1S4.1 and 
studied law in New York, being ad- 
mitted to the bar. He taught law in 
Fredericksburg, Va., from 1852 to 1S55, 
and then became tutor in Lafayette 
college, where in 1S.V7 he was made 
professor of tho English language and 
comparative philology.

Said To Be a Scheme To Procure Her 


American Registry. 


Philadelphia, June 10.—The steamer 


Bermuda which was recently deprived 
of her registry by the British consul at 
this port because, it is said, of her al- 
leged filibustering expeditions, and 
which has since been lying at Camden, 
N. J., has been seized by United Statas 
Marshal Pfeiffer of New Jersey on a 
libel filed by three seamen for unpaid 
wages. The amount claimed by the 
seamen is 827.75. It in said that the 
filing of the libel is part of a plan to 
secure a registry for the steamer under 
the American flag. It was stated that 
if the vessel should be cold by order of 
the United States court and purchased 
by an American citizen her past record 
would be wiped out and her owner 
could procure new papers and sail her 
under the American flag. The seamen 
who brought the proceedings are Geo. 
Mansen, Servente Godeu and John 
Petersen. They claim that they were 
engaged to ship on the steamer on 
April 13, when she was preparing for 
her last trip to Jamaica. After working 
for nine days on the vessel they were 
told, they claim, that she would proba- 
bly engage in a hazardous undertaking 
and they refused to sign the shipping 
articles.
